1 preſum'd to addreſs my com- 
plaint to your ſelf, becanſe you was pleas'd to prefix 
an Epiſtle to that Book, in which IL am expos'd with 
greater contempt and ſeyerity than I deſerve at your 
hands. 

I humbly ſuppoſe you proceeded upon the ſame Mi- 
ſtakes and malicious Informations, that provok'd your 
two 4Azoxymons Authors to ſo much Fury and Indigna- 


tion. The ground of their quarrel is, that they take - 


it fpr grated, that Iamthe Author of a certain Pam- 
phlet Entituled, The Charge of Socinianiſm againſt Dr, 
Tillotlon co/idered. This 1s the ſecond time thatT have 
been rndely and publickly accus'd on this very Head. 
I might reaſonably expe&, that your Two Philoſophers 
wouid mor2 narrowly examine the Matter of Fa, be- 
fore they had abus'd an innocent Stranger in ſo ſcurri- 
lous a manner , they are ſuch as left me no opportu- 
nity to know their Names, or the place of thcir Reſi- 
dence : Nor am T1 now at liberty to make a ſtricter 
ſearch where thoſe Birds of darkneſs may. bs ſeen, 
We know without the Aſſiſtance of a Revelation, rhat 
be that dith evil hateth the Light. 
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The Advertiſement, which I yon in the Month 
of Fanuary laſt, in jy one to the Cefifures publiſh'd 
againſt me, upon the foot of that Calumny, might 
( one may reaſonably think ) cover me from all Libels 
of that Nature, ſince I 2m ready to take my Oath, 
before any, Judge, that I never had thelcaſt thought 
of writing any ſuch Book, as the Charge of Socinia- 
iſm, &c. in any former moment of my life: And ſo 
far from writing any Animadyerſions on your 1 
ry of Religion, that I never ſaw it until the 16th of 
April, 1696. 

It may be, that your two Champions will impute 
this ſecond Vindication to my fear and pulillanimity, 
and ſay, that I am ſome timorous and filly Creature, 
I dare not now avow what I have fooliſhly done: I

'Tis happy 
for the+Priſoner ar the Bar when the Evidences con- 
tradidt one another, However between:them two l 
make a very fad figure, I am not now to entertain 
you with my thoughts of theirLearning — 
they may Write or refute what Books they pleale : 
'Tis tims for me to interpoſe. when they medle with 
any thing that is truly mine. I arrogate to my ſelf 
no mai1's perturmances. As for the the Book, that 
they 1c co tear in pieces with ſo much bitterneſs 
and vic.2ace, I only read ſome few pages init; And 
the Gentleman who gave me 2 Copy is ready to take 
his Oath , that, . upon) the delivery of the Book, I 
faid to him, that I ſhould never be able to read it 
to the end, it was printed in ſo ſmall a Characeer, 

It is not enough for your #wv. Philoſophers to fall 
upon me like Madmen, and to abuſe me for what is 
contain'd in the Book,but they mult needs drop ſome 
Refleftions that they think are peculiar either to 
my Perſon or my Country. It they had contin'd 
their Libels to the Swbjec# matter, I would Judge 
it no part of my buſinels to undeccive them : Bur: 
when they make ule of Arguments and Critical Ob- 
ſervarions, to prove that I am the Author of ſuch 
a Book, their Reaions are io ſhort and ſuperficial 
that I may be allow'd to examine them... The firſt 
ſays, Pag. 33- that I was wot able to keep my own 
Secret, but that it got abroad amtong 4 great many, 
that I was the Min, chat thought my ſelf qualified to 
cenſure the Doftrine of an Arch 4ſnop of Canter bury, and 
ro enccenter with the great Author of th? Hiſtory of 
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This is impudence with a 'witnels. Did I ay fo 
to himſcif, orro any orher Trifling'Calumniator ? Is: 
it. not reaſonable for him to tet: ow who this 
Gentleman is to whom Lſaid anythang of this Nprure ? 
But this fair and ingenuous Dealing is not -hf$ way 3 
it is enough for him:that he was mform'd by ſome 
lictle Whiſperer that I was the Author of ſuch a Book. 
And*your Philoſopher thought' this a ſufficient proof', 
he was gladiany Man'was nam'd, on whom he might 
ſo ately diſcharge his fury. But when he foundit 
was lome tame UHlliterate Pedans, then he puts 
himſelf all in Armour, as all Cowards do, where 
there is no danger. If I confe(s'd the matter of fa my 
ſelf it is ta vain to contradi& it. In the mean time 
I preſume to tell you , that whether he ſpoke this of 
himſelf, or whether he was prempted by others, that 
he is 1n the Stricteſt ſenſe a Calumniator and a Liar.

Arc 
there not ſome other People 1n the World, belides 
the Scots, who have diflcrent Phraſes and 14:2zzs from 
the En:liſh? And have not they allo a dependence up- 
on the Monarch of Great Britain, as well as the Scots 
and this may oblige them frequently to reſide in or 
about the City of Loxdon. 

Let our very /earn'd Philoſophers view his own Ar- 
gument again; he may eaſily find he hath not been 
lo ſlow and cautious in drawing his Conſequences as 
he ought to be, Are there not ſome Ereliſh-men, that,

Perhaps your Author built his Confidence, not fo
